at its plenary meeting Fri- 
day. 

However, Fujivama_ re- 
portedly said he considered 
the Senate decision as 
“purely a matter of proce- 
dural convenience.” 


Oust Tory 
Party Critics,

Finance Minister Eisaku Sato 
visited former Prime Minister 
Shigeru Yoshida at his Oiso re- 
sidence yesterday morning to 
seek his advice on settling the 
current dispute in the Liberal- 
Democratic Party regarding the 
new Japan-U.S. Security Treaty. 

Yoshida mentioned the names 
of Kenzo Matsumura and Tan- 
zan Ishibashi, two of the anti- 
main current leaders in the 
ty, and expressed the view that 
those critical of the new secur- 
ity pact should be ousted from 
the party. 

Sato explained that it would 
not be difficult to oust them 
from the party if it was united. 

Yoshida refrained from pre- 
senting his own views to Sato 
regarding the way in which 
unity of the party could be 
achieved but, according to Sato, 
Yoshida may meet with Prime 
Minister Nobusuke Kishi after 
President Dwight D. Elsen- 
hower's visit here is over and 
present his plan to overcome 
the party crisis. 

Yoshida returned Tuesday 
from a trip to Europe and the 
U.S. where he attended various 
ceremonies marking the centen- 
nial of Japan-U.S. friendship as 
head of a goodwill mission.

‘Our Man in Havana’ 


By FOUMY SAISHO 


The excellence of a fiilm—or 
any other work of art—is an 
elusive quality. It is not the 
‘gum total of excellence in it, 
Straining for it overconsciously 
ean often be a hindrance rather 
than a help toward its crea- 
tion, particularily when one 
does it by throwing into the 
pot too many good things at 
once. 


This fairly obvious statement 
is inspired by “Our Man in 
Havana,” a British farce open- 
ing at Togeki Tuesday. The 
film reminds one of another 
fairly common artistic phenom- 
enon where one often loses the 
sight of the very motif or 
theme to which his labored tech- 
nique is supposed to serve only 
as a means, if he tries to avoid 
the overobvious too resolutely 
and concentrates on sheer tech- 
nical brilliance. 


“Our Man In Havana” Is the 
latest (1960) of the Reed-Greene 
partnership with everything 
that is characteristic of that 
famous combination,—every- 
thing except a certain vitality 
and sureness of touch one saw 
in “The Third Man” or even in 
“The Quiet American.” 


It is an impressive work with 
a formidable assortment of 
classic talents—Noel Coward, 
Alec Guinness, Ralph Richard- 
son, Ernie Kovac. It is impeccab- 
ly British, as impeccable as the 
talloring of the Englishman 
Coward trimly walking the 
streets of Havana, complete 
with his Homburg and umbrella. 
Nobody can beat the British 
in thelr own kind of comedy. 
And the film is an indisputable 
success to the extent of its be- 
ing a British comedy of man- 
ners. 


Unfortunately it aspires to 
be far more than that. As one 
of Graham Greene’s novels, it 
involves a political satire strict- 
ly contemporary in nature, 
And Havana is the strategic 
spot chosen for atomic spy war- 
fare. The satiric part of the 
film is worked out with inge- 
often devastating in 
effect. Wormold, a simple Brit- 
tish shopkeeper in Havana 
(Alce Guinness), finds himself 
in a preposterous predicament 
when he is haif coerced and 
half baited into accepting an 
espionage job by Whitehall as 
represented in the glib person 
of its Caribbean agent (Noel 
Coward). 


Desperately and vainly he 
looks around the country club 
for promising material for his 
agents. One of the men he sol- 
emnly approaches turns out to 


be the British ambasador and 
another he sidles up to shrieks 
for help, thinking that he has 
been made an indecent proposal. 


Having given up all the ideas 
of recruiting agents, he decides 
to invent ones by himself. All 
his friends and casual acquaint- 
ances are transformed in his 
reports to London into active 
agents in his espionage net in 
Havana. He puts his passion 
and talent as vacuum-cleaner 
designer to the drawing of a 
fantastic atomic weapon being 
secretly constructed by the 
enemy im the fastness of 
“snow-covered” Cuban moun- 
tains. 


The top brains of the British 
secret service in London headed 
by Ralph Richardson find their 
man in Havana very satisfac- 
tory and finance him  hand- 
somely, which enables him to 
live high and buy a beautiful 
mare for his horse-enamored 17- 
year-old daughter (Jo Morrow). 

So far the film maintains a 
sure touch and fine texture. 
Alec Guinness has endeared 
himself as the typical Greene 
hero, none-too-successful, forlorn 
and oddly charming. Not ex- 
actly a widower but a man 
left by his wife, he dotes on 
his daughter, dreams for her 
future the modest average 
dream of a middle-class father- 
—"a husband with 2,000 a year. 
a home in Kensington.” 


But when the plot thickens 


into the sudden coming into 
action of the anonymous 
enemy, who, acting on the 


strength of the Intercepted Wor- 
mold reports to London, begins 
to kill off his “agents” one by 
one, the film breaks into an ap- 
palling melodrama. Wormold 
is suddenly transformed into a 
cold-blooded killer. Even the 
dramatic talent of Guinness, 
reinforced with those of Ernie 
Kovac in whom the menace- 
man and the clown are finely 
balanced as the poiice-chief nor 
of Paul Rogers as the biand- 
mannered enemy agent with all 
the underlving edges, is able 
to save the film from flagrant 
unreality. 

The film’s assets are its prec!i- 
sion of moods and details, for 
which Oswald Morris’ haunting 
shots of Havana in black and 
white do a great work, and 
the comic genius of Noel Co- 
ward who runs away with most 
of the show. The film’s weak- 
ness lies in the blurring effect 
created by the assortment of 
different values—irony, sus- 
pense, a bit of tragedy and 
atrocious melodrama all forced 
into one single frame.

For ballet enthusiasts the pro- 
gram was a bit frustrating but 
as compensation one was, after 
all, offered a survey of colorful 
moments from the company’s 
repertoire and treated as a mat- 
ter of course to the warm, spir- 
ited brilliance of this remarka- 
ble company’s superb dancing.

Some of the lifts were spectac- 
ular; Osipenko, supported by 
Selyutsky, created astonishing 
figures in midair, particularly 
through the exquisite expres- 
siveness of her ankles and feet. 
The “Grand Pas de Deux,” 
based on French themes, and 
the Cossack camp scene from 
“Taras Bulba” were in their 
respective ways showpleces, the 
Cossack scene being spectac- 
ularly acrobatic; both were ir- 
resistibly colorful and uninhib- 
ited. 

In all the episodes, whether 
based on classical ballet or on 
folk dances, the company show- 
ed the restraint of elegance. 
Their technique is always su- 
perb; effort is always concealed. 
The dancers move, as if in 
passing, from one extremely 
demanding figure to the next; 
they never draw attention to 
the difficulties they have over- 
come. One is entranced by the 
constantly evolving pictorial 
beauty of line, particularly evi- 
dent in duets. There is a sense 
of lightness, of freedom, of tech- 
nique transcended.

The enthusiastic reception given President Eisenhower 
in Manila can have left no doubt about how the Filipino 
people feel over his Far Eastern tour and their country’s 
close association with the United States. 

As in the case of Japan, the Philippines owes a great 
debt to the United States for generous help in the laborious 


postwar task of reconstruction. 


As a result of the great 


conflict in the Pacific, the island nation’s losses included 
a million lives, 80 per cent or more of its major industries, 
and enormous damage to dwellings and public buildings, 


port facilities, railways and highways. 


Manila itself was 


one of the world’s most devastated capitals. 


Not only had all this damage to be repaired as far as 
possible but the question of the future defense of the 


archipelago loomed large. 


Following the implementation 


of independence, a joint defense plan was made between 


the United States and the Philippines. 


of an agreement concluded 


Under the terms 
in March 1947, the use of 


designated military, naval and air bases was granted to 


thle United States for a period of 99 years. 


In August 1951, 


a mutual defense treaty was signed between the two 


countries. 


In September 1954, at a conference: in Manila, the 
Philippines joined with a number of countries in signing 
a pact of “continuous and effective self-help and mutual 
aid,” which established a collective defense system in 
Southeast Asia. Thus SEATO was born and it has received 
the loyal support of the people of the Philippines who 
realize to the full the need for some measure of protection 


against any sudden aggression in Southeast Asia. 


AS 


we all know, for various reasons, Japan did not become 
a member of SEATO and, indeed, has never been pressed 


to join it. 
on somewhat different lines 


Japan’s close ties with the United States run 


to the Philippines but are 


nonetheless real and significant, 


The welcome given to President Eisenhower in Manila 
on Tuesday, which is compared by some observers with 
the great popular reception he enjoyed in New Delhi 
last December, is a tribute to him personally as well as 
a nation’s recognition of the role of the United States in 


the defense of democracy in Asia and elsewhere. 
personal note “yas struck in a pleasing manner.

“You 


are at home, Mr. President, as if you were among your 
own,” P.l. President Garcia assured Mr. Eisenhower, and 
the American President, in reply, recalled that he first 
went to the Philippines as an assistant to General Douglas 


MacArthur. 


When two or more nations have to make mutual 
arrangements to live in close partnership, there are always 
some difficulties to be got over, and this has been the case 
between the United States and the Philippines as well as 


that of the United States and Japan. 


But with common 


sense and goodwill all such difficulties admit of solution. 
Thus, President Eisenhower said at his reception in Manila, 
presumably referring to differences, of opinion connected 
with the military bases agreement and war damage claims, 
‘that these were problems to be “discussed and talked 


about and negotiated.” 


Such negotiations would take 


place in a spirit of common dedication to ideals that 
made the two countries true partners, he added. 

It hardly needs to be emphasized that if the people 
of the Philippines feel they share great ideals with those 
of the United States, the great bulk of the Japanese 


people do likewise. 


President Eisenhower, fresh from his great reception 


in Manila, will soon be in our midst. 


The people of this 


country cannot fail to have noted the enthusiasm with 
which he was received by the Filipinos and we cannot 
believe that they will prove less,generous and under- 


standing when he lands in Tokyo. 


The past few weeks 


have witnessed an ebullition of political foolishness which 
we hope will prove but a passing phase, and what has 
occurred should not be permitted to influence the nation’s 


better judgment. 


President Eisenhower is coming here in the hope of 
cementing the friendship between the United States and 


Japan—a’ friendship which 


was unhappily temporarily 


broken by the war years but which rests today on so 
firm a foundation of mutual benefit and esteem that only 


those who seek to put their 


personal ambitions and mis- 


guided doctrines before the general welfare can decry it. 

Let us, therefore, not be behind the people of the 
Philippines in giving President Eisenhower the welcome

Ike’s Visit and the JCP 


Communists Mounting Efforts to Incite ‘Anti-Americanism 


One nét entirely familiar with 
the ideological variations of the 
leftist agitators of Japanese 
students were puzzled by the 
June 10 mob involving White 
House press secretary James C, 
Hagerty near Haneda Airport. 


The reason is that the 
students who, together with 
labor unionists, threw rocks and 
abuses at Hagerty’s car were 
members and followers of the 
so-called antimain current fac- 
tion of Zengakuren. ‘This was 
the group which had been con- 
sidered more moderate and rea- 
sonable at least as far as their 
antisecurity treaty activities 
were concerned. 


While the main current group 
of Zengakuren was storming the 
barricade of police trucks near 
the Diet ‘building on April 26, 
for instance, this opposition 
faction of the national student 
organization joined the gener- 
ally orderly “petition” demon- 
stration sponsored by the Na- 
tional Council Against Ratifica- 


tion of the Security Treaty. 


In reality, however, what 
happened was completely 
“logical.” And the students were 
merely acting with consistency. 

A simple rule of thumb to 
use in trying to understand 
what has been happening and 
might happen is the following 
description of the two student 
groups. 

Main current faction: antl- 
JCP, anti-Moscow and Peiping, 
and above all anti-Kishi, but not

immediately anti-U.s, 

Antimain current faction: pro- 
JCP, pro-Moscow and Peiping, 
antl-U.S. and anti-Kishi. 

It was the first group, the 
main currentists, which staged 
the sit-down at Haneda Airport 
on Jan. 16 to prevent Premier 
Nobusuke Kishi's departure for 


the U.S. to sign the revised 
security treaty. The same 
group spearheaded the mob 


which broke into the compound 
of the Diet building on Nov. 27, 
1959. Their aim at that time 
was to “drag Kishi out of the 
Diet building by overcoming 
the police obstruction.” 
Radicalism Condemned 

It is this radicalism, however, 
for which the present leader- 
ship of Zengakuren is being con- 
demned by the JCP as Trotsky- 
ites, the despised enemies of 
Communist cause. 

The Jan. 16 affair, in fact, was 
described by the JCP’s Akahata 
as “an act of provocation which 
opened the way of our enemy’s 
suppression of Zengakuren it- 
self and democratic forces.” 

Contrariwise, the June 10 mob 
against Hagerty was a matter of 
great pleasure for the JCP be- 
cause it Was an overt act of 
anti-Americanism — a gesture 
against “U.S. imperialism.” The 
Akahata reported the incident 
as an “expression of the resolve 
of the Japanese people.” And 
those students who took part 
were described merely as “stu- 
dents.” ,

WASHINGTON — Republican 
leaders will tell you privately 
there are just two hurdles Gov. 
Nelson Rockefeller has to over- 
come to get the GOP nomina- 
tion. One of them is a hurdle 
never before faced by a Presi- 
dential candidate, They are: 

Hurdle No. 1—Eisenhower’s 
health. As long as Nixon re- 
mains Vice President of the 
United States, and in a position 
to me ge President tomorrow 
through death, no political boss 
wants to be caught pushing 
Rockefeller. A politician lives 
on patronage and favors. He 
has to stand in with the man 
in power. And Nixon could be 
the most powerful man in Amer- 
ica tomorrow. 


There have been other vice 
presidents who aspired to be 
President, but none who was 
elected since Millard Fillmore 
in 1850. That was 110 years 
ago. The vice presidents who 
have aspired since then and 
failed did not have the same 
hold on the party bosses be- 
cause the health of their presi- 
dents was more certain. This 
is the first time in history that 
a President has been as old as 
Eisenhower and the first time 
in history that the President 
has suffered three major 
illnesses in the White House. 


While these are not pleasant 
matters to review, politicians 
are prone to take a hard-boiled 
look at them, and the fear of 
alienating a man who could be 
President tomorrow is the big- 
gest hurdle facing Rockefeller. 
It diminishes, of course, as the 
conyention date approaches, 


Hurdle No. 2—Rockefeller’s 
liberalism. Many GOP bosses 
regard Nelson as a Republican 
new dealer. His forthright 
statement urging medical help 
for the aged, federal aid for 
education, and more money 
for defense, confirmed this. To

Demonstration Methods 

The propriety of the present 
methods of conducting demon- 
strations by the Japanese is 
open to doubt. Just because 
the administration of the Kishi 
regime is bad, some demonstra- 
tors have recently damaged the 
private residence of Prime Min- 
ister Nobusuke Kishi. It is 
quite clear. in the eyes of the 
majority of the people who are 
of sound judgment that such 
acts of violence are nothing but 
trespassing upon others’ rights 
and disrupting legal and social 
orders. Another result°of un- 
scrupulous demonstrations is 
the obstruction of traffic. The 
carrying out of demonstrations 
is allowed us as a legitimate 
right but we are not given the 
right as to block traffic without 
proper reasons. The fact is that 
the obstruction of traffic is look- 
ed at only as-an inevitability, 
because the participation of a 
large number of demonstrators 
willl make it physically impossi- 
ble to control traffic congestion. 
The acts of violence against po- 
lice by demonstrators also can- 
not be seen in other civilized 
nations.—Mainichi Shimbun

ing harassed, on the other hand, 
the main-current faction of Zen- 
gakuren acted true to its ideol- 
ogical inclinations and shibbo- 
lechs.

“This is an inevitable result 
of their ‘theory’ that our strate- 
gic target is Japanese mono- 
polistic capital and Kishi and to 
fight U.S. imperialism is to mis- 
take.the target,’” the Commu- 
nist organ commented. 


Communists Active 


As might be easily imagined 
from the tone of the organ pa- 
per, the JCP itself was not 
aloof from the disorder at the 
bridge near the airport, In the 
forefrent of the mob were seen 
such Communist leaders as 
Yoshio Shiga and Hiroshi Hase- 
gawa, both members of tue JCP 
presidium, and Nihei Ando, a 
leader of the Metropolitan To- 
kvo Committee of the JCP. 
They used students as messen- 
gers and student Communists 
to give what amounted to tactic- 
al guidance to the crowd. 

At the U.S. Embassy, too, the 
Communists were active in agi- 
tation all afternoon and eve- 
ning on June 10. Shiga, Hase- 
gawa (after the Haneda affair) 
Masao Iwama, and Tsuyoshi 
Doki and others were seen in 
the front line of the noisy 
crowd. 

Another notable phenomenon 
of late is the mounting anti- 
U.S. tone of the Akahata edi- 
torial. Until this week, the Red 
journal referred only to “US. 
imperialism” an atstract no- 
tion, but not to individuals as 
its avowed enemy. 

Beginning this week, how- 
ever, attacks are leveled against 
such personalities as Hagerty, 
U.S. Ambassador Douglas Mac- 
Arthur II and President Dwight 
D. Eisenhower. 

Its Monday editorial, for in 
stance, opens with a reference 
to “Hagerty, the arrogant mes- 
senger of American imperial- 
ism.” 


Convenient Prop 


On Tuesday, the Akahata edi- 
torial described President Eisen- 
hower as “representative of 
American imperialism” who is 
“thick-skinned enough to visit 
Japan under the cloak of ‘peace 
and friendship.” 

The same column cites the 
statement issued by the U.S. 
ambassador as an act of “inti- 
midation,” 

All these new developments, 
however, do not necessarily 
mean that the Communists and 
even their comrades among stu- 
dents will revert to the violence 
policy of the years around 1950. 
For even they know that such 
a course 6f action would irre- 
trievably alienate them from 
the masses. 


During the more than one 
hour of Keeping Hagerty and 
MacArthur in their car last Fri- 
day, there was no indication 
that the crowd was really in- 
tent upon physically harming 
them. Those Americans outside 
the vehicle, namely, special ser- 
vice men and correspondents, 
were totally unmolested. Even 
if Hagerty had walked out of 
the car, he would not have been 
manhandled. His sedan, was 
only a convenient prop with 
which to register a sentiment 
against “U.S. imperialism.” 

The Communists will continue 
to agitate against Eisenhower's 
visit. They do not expect their 
campaign to be tangibly fruit- 
ful. But part of the reason why 
they must do so is obviously 
to show their loyalty to the gov- 
ernments at Moscow and Pel- 
ping.

Early End to Prosperity

Reday, a regular contributor to

I started to write this on the 
airplane from Manila to Hong- 
kong, but decided to hold up 
until 1 got back to Tokyo to 
see for myself whether the 
people of Japan had actually 
taken leave of their senses as 
newspaper reports around the 
Orient seemed to indicate, I 
arrived in Tokyo in the wake 
of the last riot, and I must say 


that the signs of lunacy are 
plentiful enough. 
Just what in the name of 


common sense leads the Japa- 
nese to turn over thelr country 
periodically to gangs of juvenile 
delinquents and adult anarchists 
will forever puzzie me. It hap- 
pened in the 1930s with the 
military wild men, and as far 
as the rest of the world is con- 
cerned it has all the earmarks 
now of happening all over 
again. It must be a compulsion 
toward national suicide. Why 
else would a nation of intelli- 
gent, hard working and sober 
people stand by with a sort of 
srieaking admiration while a 
group of the most hopeless 
screwballs and vicious charla- 
tans tear down overnight every- 
thing that has been built up in 
Japan since 1945. 


The kindest-comment I heard 
about al. of this on my last 
trip was one man’s remark in 
Manila-that in Japan university 
students and union members 
must have very little to do in 
the way of regular work to 


have so much leisure for run- 
ning around the streets. .A 
Filipino mission returned to 


Manila from Japan while I was 
there, full of high praise for 
Japanese industry, money man- 
agement and economic develop- 
ment, and urging the Philip- 
pines to copy most of it. 


The same people also ex- 
pressed amazement at Japan's 
political immaturity, and coupl- 
ed the amazement with that 
quick suspicion of Japan which 
is always provoked by anything 
in Japan which looks like a re- 
version to the prewar excesses. 
This suspicion is bound to have 
an effect on the treaty of com- 
merce and friendship now long 
under negotiation between the 
Philippines and Japan. It just 
might also affect the $80 million 
or so In Japanese export bought 
each year by the Philippines. 


A good deal more jaundiced 
comment came from Europeans 
in Hongkong, most of it along 
the lines that Europeans knew 
from the beginning that Japan 
could not be trusted, and that 
Americans will learn the hard 
way, etc, etc. Here the market 
for Japanese exports is now 
at a rate of $164 million per 
year. 

The Nationalist Chinese have 
never considered Japan a very 
firm ally against communism. 
They accept the present break- 
down of law and order in Ja- 
pan as being Red organized and 
full of foreboding for the fu- 
ture. Here Japan’s .two way 
trade is $135 million a year. 
America, incidentally is cur- 
rently buying $100 million a 
year from Japan. Also inciden- 
tally, Russia, the friend of 
Sohyo and of Inejiro Asanuma 
and his Socialists may buy as 
much as $50 million from Japan 
this year, and the whole Com-

Opposition to Freedom 


To the Editor: 

As educators who have spent 
many years in Japan we be- 
lieve there are certain points 
concerning the present crisis 
that must be made clear. 

While the storm and fury are 
in terms of opposition to Kishi, 
to _the security pact, and to 
Eisenhower's visit, the real is- 
sue is opposition to freedom 
and parliamentary democracy. 
It must be remembered that the 
violencé started when elements 
in the Diet could not get their 
way by parliamentary means 
and resorted to illegal obstruc- 
tion. Any government that 
would have permitted this to go 
unchallenged would have abdi- 
cated as a democratic parlia- 
mentary government. 

If the demonstrating groups 
today really believed that they 
represented the majority of the 
Japanese people, they would be 
content to stick to legal, parlia- 
mentary means. 

it is understandable that 
some, seeing only the violence 
of these days and not under- 
standing the ideological, funda- 
mentally antidemocratic forces 
at work, especially some edu- 
cators in the Christian univer- 
sities, should want to avoid un- 
pleasantness and therefore ask 
Sisenhower to postpone his 
visit. But the fact is that to 
give in to these pressures at 
this time would only be to post- 
pone the issue and make it 
more difficult next time. 

It is remarkable how far a 
relatively small number have 
been able to confuse the matter 
so that basic issues are no 
longer seen and conscientious 
people are used for ends they 
would not approve if they re- 
alized them. 

A dedicated minority have 
been able to do this because 
the majority have not stood up 
and fought for what was right 
in the way these others have 
fought for what was wrong. 
Nations have lost their freedom 
because of this kind of failure. 


It was a great American, Wil- 
liam Penn, who said, “Men 
must choose to be governed by 
God or they condemn them- 
selves to be ruled by tyrants.” 


The choice before Japan now 
is either rule by a violent mi- 
nority led by Communists or 
the process of law upheld by a 
citizenry dedicated to live by 
what is right. 


Today the people of Japan 
and of the whole world who 
love freedom must make their 
voices heard as never before. 
Tomorrow may be. too late.

Generally the reaction I found 
throughout the Orient to events 
in Tokyo, over and over again 
was suspicion of political Japan 
and its future course. I cannot 
understand what Japan can be 
thinking of to casually allow 
this sort of thing to go on. 
Does Japan place no value on 
her present hard earned pros- 
perity? Or does Japan believe 
her trading strength to be so 
great that she can risk alienat- 
ing and planting suspicion of 
herself not only in the United 
States but also in all of the 
rest of the Free World? 


Does Japan think that every- 
one everywhere is happy to see 
Japanese transistor radios, cot- 
ton ginghams, plywood, toys, 
tuna fish and so on up to $300 
million a year in their mar- 
kets? If so, Japan is out of 
her mind. The world is full of 
people who do not like or want 
Japanese competition and who 
will do everything in their pow- 
er to keep Japanese goods out 
of their countries. 


So far their voices have not 
carried, because of a degree of 
political goodwill and regard 
patiently built up by’ the decen- 
cy and the hard working qual- 
ities of the Japanese people 
over the last decade. Ironicaliv 
enough, much of the credit for 
at least this tolerance and this 
image of a new common sense 
Japan must go to the now pil- 
loried Prime Minister Kishi who 
has traveled much about the 
world as Japan’s best postwar 
salesman. Ironically also, real 
goodwill and-~ genuine _ liking 
for Japan probably exists only 
in the United States which 
along with Kishi is currentiv 
taking a beating from the 
Japanese, 


But Jet the Japanese people 
not forget for one minute that 
this tolerance and goodwill is 
a delicate thing, and wunder- 
neath it is suspicion and dis- 
trust and fear of competition. 
Everytime the hoodlums of 
Zengakuren take to the streets 
for an afternoon of more or 
less unopposed violence, some- 
where in the world a manufac- 
turer of ladies’ blouses or flat- 
ware or hats or such is telling 
his government representative, 
“You see, we told you so. You 
can’t trust them.” And the 
senator or congressman is soft- 
ened up to raise a tariff or im- 
pose a quota against Japanese 
imports.— 

Whenever Asanuma visits his 
Red comrades in Peiping and 
from there vilifies the United 
States, a Government official 
somewhere pays a little more 


‘attention to the charge of “slave 


labor” in Japan as a reason for 
keeping out imports. Or a 
country in Southeast Asia de- 
cides to wait a few more 
months before considering the 
approval of Japanese business- 
men’s visas. Or an internation- 
al bank director somewhere 
decides to vote against a Japa- 
nese loan application. 


And so on and on, and if 
anyone doubts it let him con- 
sider GATT in which 14 nations 
reaffirmed last week at Geneva 
their intention of continuing to 
apply Article 35. Article 35 


allows them to refuse to Japan - 


the reciprocal trading and tariff 
benefits which they accord other 
countries. This is manifestiy 
unfair, and rankly discriminat- 
ory but there it is, a standing 
reminder that distrust and fear 
of Japan as a competitor are 
real and widespread and ready 
to pop up on any excuse, It 
would be hard to think of a 
better excuse than the current 
moronic violence and anti-Amer- 
ican rioting ift Tokyo. 


The rioters—the Zengakuren 
and the Reds of Sohyo and the 
demagogues of the Socialist 
Party—are not Japan, of course, 
but Japan had better stop ad- 
miring them and putting up 
with them. I make no mention 
of the tragedy of the failure of 
parliamentary democracy, a 
tragedy which Japan will per- 
haps someday appreciate, But 
in terms of everyday economics, 
continued rioting and anti-Amer- 
ican demonstrations in Japan 
will soon begin pulling the Jap- 
anese economy apart at the 
seams. '
